A bequest tothe following eftect,, 

‘*T lenvein the hands of inv exeaater, 
to be hereafter named, $800, to be by 
him applied, according to his discres 
tion and as necessity may require, 
to the use and benefit of niv daugh- 
ter (the plaintiff,) and should he, my 
executor, deem it advisab!e so to co, 
he may invest the whele or any part 
ofthis amount in the purchase of 
Jand fur the use und bevetit of my 
said daughter, which land if thas 
purchased, shail vest at her death in 
the heirs of her body, if any then 
living; but if not, in the next of 
kin. share and share alike, && , vest 
no diseretion in the executcr, exvept 
to pay over the money as the legatee 
might need it, or to invest it in land 
for her benefit. 

The Superior Court in term, has 
Origisal jurisdiction of an aetion to 
recover a legacy, where the same has 
been asserted to, or is sought to be 
enforced as a trust. 

In an action against the adminis- 
irator of an executor, to have bim de- 
clared as trustee of the plaintiff, as to 
ecrtain funds held by his intestate as 
a legacy to the plaintiff, the fact that 
he isonly an administrator of the 
executor, and not. the executor of the 
will, eannot avail the defendaut as a 
defenceagainst an account ofthe fund, 
when it is admitted that the same is 
in his hands.

Tt is not sufficient fora defences rt, 
for the parpose of rf-eting an ap- 
peal froin the judgment Justice 
of the Peace to the Superior Court, 
to show tbat when the case Was ¢:!.- 
ed for trial on the $4 of October, 1874 
it was continucd at the instaneecf 
his co-defendant uit | the 16h day 
of the same month ; that on the said 
od day of October, another case in 
which he was also a defendant, and 
which invoived tiie same merits, 
was tried and judgment rendered 
against him, from wiich judgment 
his attorney appealed ;and that then 
and there, in the’ presetce of the 
plaintiff, his attorney gave notice to 
the Justice, that if neither his client 
nor himself could be present «at the 
trial onthe 16th, and if judginent 
should be rendered in favor of the 
plaintiff, he requested the Justice to 
make this entry, “an appeal praved 
by the defendant, . alone, and 
granted as to him,’’ that he did not 
know whether the plaintiff beard 
this notice or not.

The Funeral Services In Alexandria. 


‘The funeral ‘eérvices of the late 
Bishop Jobnsa tuok in the 
Chapel of the Theological Seminary 
this morning. The Professors and 
Studentsa of the Seminary anda large 
sitendance of clergy and visitors 
from the vicinity and distant parts 
were present. Anmovug the number 
were Bishops Pickoey and Duley. 
and Drs. Raudolph, Dalrymple anid 
Add’son, of Marvland. The Rev, 
Dr. Hodge, Jr., of Prineeton, was 
also present, to represent his father, 
one of the deceased Bishop’s most 
intimate friends. Among the large 
erewd who met the procession at Ivy 
Hill. we noticed Gov. Stevenson, 
of Kentucky, and Col. Withers, of 
the Senate. The Vestries of St. 
Paul’s and Christ’s Churches, in this 
place, were present, having formaliv 
resolved to pay this respect to one 
whom they so well Knew and loved. 
The corpse was taken from the Sem- 
inary building, students of the Semi- 
nary being pallbearers, and all of 
them, with the clergy, following in 
the procession to the Chapel. There 
the congregation was full and wait- 
ing in hushed silence for the e¢om- 
mencement of the service. This was 
read by Bishops Pinckney and Dud- 
ley and Dr. Packard, who read with 
great feeling and solemnity the ser- 
viee at the grave. The funeral pro- 
cession from the Chapel to Ivy Hill 
Cemetery consisted of the bishops, 
clergy and students of the Seminary 
and High School, on foot, with a 
long line of carriages following. The 
remains of the deceased Bishop were 
deposited for the present in the vault 
of Ivy Hill Cemetery, where they
